Report  of  Fire  Department 


SANFORD  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


Report  of  the  Board  of  Engineers 


To  the  Municipal  Officers  of  the  Town  of  Sanford: 

The  most  important  item  to  report  regarding  the 
Fire  Department,  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  is 
the  inspections  which  have  been  made  throughout  the 
village.  The  permanent  firemen  have  visited  every' 
building  in  the  village  limits  and  they  have  rendered 
a  detail  report  of  the  conditions  as  they  found  them, 
particularly  the  chimneys.  These  reports  are  on  file 
at  the  fire  station. 

By  written  notices  and  personal  interviews,  the 
Chief  of  the  department  has  induced  many  of  the 
property  owners  to  remove  the  hazards  which  were 
found  by  the  Inspectors.  To  maintain  proper  safety, 
it  is  necessary  that  these  inspections  shall  continue. 

At  the  last  annua]  meeting  of  the  voters  il  was 
voted  to  continue  working  the  fire  department  horses 
on  the  streets,  but  at  a  special  meeting,  a  little  later, 
this  vote  was  rescinded  and  the  horses  are  now  used 
for  fire  purposes  only.  The  wisdom  of  this  action 
together  with  the  inspections,  is  now  demonstrated  by 
.the  insurance  rates  which  have  been  reduced  fen  per 
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cent  on  every  special  rated  risk  in  the  village,  because 
of  these  improvements.  This  reduction  applies  to 
the  town  buildings  and  in  itself  is  no  small  amount. 
The  only  recommendation  of  the  Insurance  Board 
which  has  not  been  carried  out,  is  the  one  pertaining 
to  the  fire  alarm  system.  Your  engineers  asked  for 
the  appropriation  last  year  but  did  not  succeed  in  get- 
ting it.  It  will  require  about  $1000  to  comply  with  the 
demands  of  the  underwriters,  and  we  would  recom- 
mend that  the  town  meet  the  requirements,  as  the  in- 
surance people  have  met  theirs. 

The  clerk's  report  shows  in  detail  the  work  of 
the  department  for  the  year.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Sanford: 

I  have  attended  to  my  duties  as  Sealer  of  Weights 
and  Measures  and  have  carefully  sealed  all  weights 
and  measures  and  in  all  cases,  but  one,  I  have  found 
them  correct — that  one  I  condemned. 

In  1913  my  report  showed  seventeen  (17)  scales 
in  town  that  were  incorrect,  and  they  were  adjusted 
or  condemned.  This  year  I  have  found  nine  (9)  large 
scales  of  one  thousand  pounds  capacity  and  over,  and 
three  hundred  and  forty-three  (343)  small  ones  used 
in  shops  and  stores.  I  also  found  fifteen  hundred  and 
ninety  (1590)  weights  and  all  correct.  I  found 
seven  thousand  two  hundred  and  eight-four  (7284) 
milk  jars — a  small  increase  over  last  year,  and  they 
were  all  correct.  I  found  the  same  number  of  milk 
cans,  two  hundred  and  sixty-seven  (267). 

I  have  had  complaint  in  regard  to  the  size  and 
weight  of  a  loaf  of  bread,  but  as  there  is  no  law  in  this 
State  covering  the  weight  of  a  loaf  of  bread,  I  could 
do  nothing. 

I  think  Maine  should  have  a  law  similar  to  the 
Massachusetts  law  in  regard  to  the  weight  of  a  loaf  of 
bread,  and  that  every  loaf  should  be  wrapped  in  suit- 
able paper  to  protect  it.

During  the  year  1914  I  have  received  fees 
amounting  to  $276.21,  which  amount  is  somewhat 
less  than  during  1913,  though  the  routine  work  in 
the  office  has  steadily  increased  during  the  last  three 
years,  and  for  which,  under  the  old  system,  the  clerk 
was  paid  by  the  town,  such  as  recording  births, 
deaths  and  marriages,  current  records,  etc. 


Although  the  1914  Tax  Committment  was  larger 
by  nearly  ten  thousand  dollars  than  the  one  for  the 
previous  year,  and  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  there 
was  a  special  committment  amounting  to  $3,563.00  in 
addition  to  this,  it  is  my  pleasure  to  report  the  1914 
tax  account  settled  in  full  with  the  Treasurer  with 
abatements  amounting  for  all  reasons  to  only  $764.01, 
which  amount  is  nearly  $300.00  smaller  than  for  1913.

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SUGGESTIONS    AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 
SUBMITTED  BY  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


Before  we  close  our  report  for  the  year  ending 
January  31,  1915,  we  feel  it  would  be  well  to  bring  to 
the  attention  of  the  voters  of  Sanford  a  few  facts. 

In  the  matter  of  the  State  Road  constructed  in 
1914,  we  considered  we  were  well  inside  the  appropri- 
ation, but  contrary  to  past  methods  we  had  to  pay  the 
State  Inspectors,  amounting  to  $41.02  and  also  had  to 
pay  $25.00  for  land  damage  incurred  in  constructing 
the  1913  section.  Had  it  not  have  been  for  these  two 
matters  there  would  have  been  a  small  balance  un- 
expended. 

The  poor  of  the  town  have  become  a  matter  for 
serious  consideration.  We  would  recommend  to  the 
incoming  board  that  they  make  an  iron-clad  rule  that 
all  persons  seeking  assistance  appear  before  the  board 
at  a  regular  meeting  and,  if  after  a  thorough  investi- 
gation it  is  deemed  a  worthy  case,  the  order  for  sup- 
plies should  be  signed  by  at  least  a  majority  of  the 
board. 

We  think  the  appropriations  that  have  been  made 
in  the  past  few  years  for  Roads  and  Bridges  are  in- 
adequate for  the  number  of  miles  of  roads  we  have 
to  maintain,  and  unless  there  shall  be  more  liberal 
appropriations  in  this  matter  in  the  future,  the  town 
must  expect  one  of  two  things — either  the  roads  will 
not  be  properly  maintained,  or  the  appropriation  will 
be  exceeded. 

At  the  last  annual  town  meeting  the  town  voted 
tto  pay  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  $500 
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and  the  other  two  members  $400  each,  but  neglected 
to  make  any  specific  provision  to  compensate  them 
for  their  labors  as  Assessors  and  Overseers  of  the 
Poor,  therefore,  we  were  obliged  to  draw  on  the  inci- 
dental account  for  the  latter  compensation. 

We  think  that  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  this 
town  have  but  a  faint  idea  of  the  amount  of  work 
necessary  to  be  done  for  a  town  of  eleven  thousand 
inhabitants,  in  order  to  effectually  perform  the  duties 
of  Selectman,  Assessor  and  Overseer  of  the  Poor,  and 
to  the  strictly  "town's  business"  the  State  is  constant- 
ly adding,  by  their  demands  for  statistics  and  tabula- 
tions. If  the  town  is  to  fix  the  salaries  of  its  officers 
they  should  make  them  sufficiently  large  to  enable 
the  members  to  devote  sufficient  of  their  time  to 
properly  perform  their  duties.

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Report  of  the  Superintending 
School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Sanford: 

Your  School  Committee  herewith  submit  their 
annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year,  followed  by  reports 
from  the  superintendent,  principals,  and  special 
teachers. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  the  Sanford  High  School 
have  increased  to  that  point  where  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  use  the  rooms  now  occupied  by  the  seventh 
and  eighth  "grades  in  the  Emerson  building  for  their 
accomodation. 

Provisions  must  be  made  for  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grades,  also  for  a  mixed  grade,  for  which  we 
are  obliged  to  hire  a  room,  with  a  rent  of  twenty  dol- 
lars per  month. 

For  the  accomodation  of  these  grades  your  com- 
mittee recommend  that  a  four  or  six  room  wing  be 
built  onto  the  Longfellow  schoolbuilding  on  School 
street. 

You  will  see  that  there  is  a  less  amount  asked  for 
this  year  for  the  support  of  schools.  We  see  no 
reason  why  the  above  amounts  should  not  be  suffi- 
cient. The  following  appropriations  are  recommend- 
ed and  we  hope  they  meet  with  your  approval.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools 


To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  of  the 
Town  of  Sanford: 
Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my 
annual  report  to  you  and  the  citizens  of  Sanford. 
The  year  just  ended  has  been  a  very  satisfactory  one. 
The  work  in  the  schools  has  been  carried  on  with 
marked  energy  by  the  members  of  the  teaching  staff 
and  no  serious  interruptions  of  school  work  hf>ve  oc- 
curred. The  pupils  have  worked  harder  and  more 
has  been  accomplished  than  in  any  previous  year. 
The  work  of  the  teachers  is  of  a  high  order  and  I  have 
only  words  of  praise  for  them.  All  requests  have 
been  promptly  and  satisfactorily  complied  with  and 
all  suggestions  have  been  immediately*  considered 
and,  when  deemed  wise,  acted  favorably  upon.  I 
have  always  encouraged  in  every  possible  way  the 
sharing  of  the  plans  and  ideas  of  the  teachers  with  me. 
In  this  way  we  have  worked  together  for  common 
ends. 

On  April  1,  1914,  there  were  3231  persons  in  town 
between  the  ages  of  five  and  twenty-one.  There  were 
1503  boys  and  1731  girls.  Of  this  number  157  attend 
high  school,  108  attend  the  rural  schools  and  1214  at- 
tend the  village  schools.  In  addition  to  this  there  are 
644  pupils  registered  at  St.  Ignatius'  School. 
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I  have  issued  ninety-one  working  certificates  dur- 
ing the  year.  Many  more  have  asked  to  be  allowed 
to  work.  Nearly  all  of  those  issued  were  to  children 
that  were  fifteen  years  of  age  and  a  permit  must  be 
issued  at  that  age,  when  demanded,  provided  the  ap- 
plicant can  pass  the  educational  test.  This  is 
thirteen  more  than  I  issued  last  year. 

We  have  added  a  class  in  Mechanical  Drawing  at 
the  night  school  and  a  few  are  taking  advantage  of  the 
opportunity.  I  would  be  glad  to  see  an  attendance 
of  twenty-five  next  winter  and  then  we  could  intro- 
duce trigonometry  and  surveying.  By  adding  this 
class,  we  shall  receive  financial  aid  from  the  State  to 
support  the  next  year's  night  school. 

Our  high  school  now  numbers  163  pupils  and, 
with  the  grades  on  the  lower  floor,  we  have  a  crowded 
condition.  There  is  sufficient  room,  if  the  grades 
could  be  in  another  building.  We  have  opened  a 
one-room  school  on  Riverside  Avenue,  as  we  did  not 
have  room  for  all  at  the  Longfellow  and  Emerson.  A 
wing  should  be  added  to  the  Longfellow  building  or 
another  grade  building  should  be  erected  on  upper 
Main  street.  If  we  could  have  a  new  high  school 
building  between  the  two  villages,  the  Emerson  build- 
ing would  accommodate  the  grades  for  years.  Should 
a  new  high  school  building  be  erected  between  the 
villages,  a  belt  line  on  the  Atlantic  Shore  Railway 
would  be  necessary.  With  the  additional  travel  from 
both  villages,  I  believe  the  directors  of  the  Atlantic 
Shore  Line  would  consider  the  extra  expense  provided 
the  town  would  vote  to  erect  such  a  building. 

The  attempt  to  prepare  the  student  for  college 
under  the  present  requirements  and  at  the  same  time 
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to  teach  him  such  other  subjects  as  are  needed  for  life 
is  often  criticised  and  justly,  too.  I  admit  that  the 
boy  or  girl  who  enters  college  and  successfully  com- 
pletes the  course  there  has  won  a  victory,  but  I  do 
believe  that  college  preparatory  requirements  are  too 
restrictive  and  do  not  allow  the  student  to  have  the 
kind  of  experience  that  is  needed  before  going  to  col- 
lege. Our  greatest  educational  problems  of  today 
should  be  worked  out  in  our  high  schools.  Our  pupils 
should  receive  an  education  of  the  brain,  an  educa- 
tion of  the  heart,  and  an  additional  education  of  doing 
something  that  will  develop  the  muscles  of  the  body 
and  make  them  obey  the  will  and  thus  strengthen  the 
brain  and  heart  education.  We  need  more  practical 
education.  Agriculture  is  worthless  from  text  books 
alone.  We  should  purchase  a  few  acres  of  land  and 
have  a  special  teacher  for  that  department.  Then  our 
boys  could  receive  the  practical  application  of  agri- 
culture and  see.  the  true  value  of  farming. 

Personally,  I  am  satisfied  with  what  has  been 
accomplished  during  the  past  year  but  we  should  do 
better  the  coming  year.  I  want  to  thank  the  pupils 
and  teachers  for  their  faithful  work  and  kind  words,  I 
want  to  thank  the  citizens  for  their  interest  and  gen- 
erosity, and  I  want  to  thank  the  committee  for  their 
assistance,  advice,  and  kindness,  all  of  which  has 
helped  to  make  the  year  so  beneficial.  For  all  of 
these  I  am  extremely  grateful.  The  past  year  of  labor 
in  behalf  of  your  schools  will  ever  remain  with  me 
a  pleasant  memory.

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REPORT    OF  THE 
PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  SANFORD  HIGH  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Sanf  ord : 

I  herewith  submit  my  fifth  report  as  principal  of 
your  High  School. 

Last  June  a  class  of  nine  boys  and  ten  girls 
graduated.  Of  these,  three  entered  the  University 
of  .Maine,  one  Bates  College,  three  Gorham  Normal 
School  and  two  Nasson  Institute.  This  school  is  now 
represented  at  Bates  College  by  three  students,  at 
Colby  by  one,  at  the  University  of  Maine  by  seven, 
at  Bowdoin  Medical  School  by  one  and  at  other  insti- 
tutions by  twelve.  All  but  three  of  these  have  grad- 
uated within  two  years.  Of  the  class  that  will  grad- 
uate in  June  1915,  ten  members  have  already  signified 
their  intention  of  entering  college,  and  others  are 
planning  to  continue  their  studies  in  higher 
institutions. 

All  of  those  who  entered  college  by  examination 
were  admitted  without  condition  and  all  those  recom- 
mended and  admitted  by  certificate  have  maintained 
the  required  standard  of  work.  The  reports  from  the 
colleges  concerning  the  character  of  the  work  done 
by  these  students  is  so  encouraging  that  we  have  felt 
justified  in  asking  the  New  England  College  Entrance 
Certificate  Board  to  place  this  school  upon  their  Ap- 
proved List.  This  application  will  be  acted  upon  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board,  May  14,  1915.  If 
this  school  is  placed  upon  the  Approved  list  it  will 
m-  essarily  follow,  that  pupils  will  be  graduated 
under  one  standard  of  scholarship  and  certified  for 
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college  under  a  higher  standard.  Pupils  will  con- 
tinue to  be  graduated  if  they  reach  70,  the  standard 
that  has  existed  for  several  years.  But,  if  the  pupil 
wishes  to  be  certified  as  prepared  to  do  college  work 
in  any  required  subject,  he  must  attain  an  average  of 
85  or  more  in  each  subject  that  he  offers  for  entrance. 
This  is  in  accordance  with  the  recent  vote  of  the 
School  Board. 

When  the  Springvale  High  School  was  united 
with  this  school  in  March,  1911,  the  average  attend- 
ance of  the  Sanford  High  School  was  increased  36  per 
cent.  Since  that  time  the  number  of  pupils  has 
steadily  increased  till  at  the  present  time  the  whole 
number  registered  is  166,  an  increase  of  51  per  cent 
since  September,  1911.  In  my  report  of  last  year,  I 
stated  in  detail  the  conditions  under  which  we  are 
working.  The  need  of  another  teacher  and  more 
room  is  imperative.  If  I  were  directed  to  present  to 
you  the  one  great  need  of  our  school,  I  should  say 
that  it  was  scientific  equipment.  We  have  not  ade- 
quate facilities  for  the  teaching  of  science.  The  need 
is  great  and  must  be  supplied  if  we  are  to  secure  the 
proper  education  for  the  students  in  the  general 
courses  and  the  necessary  preparation  in  scientific 
subjects  for  college.  If  we  fail  to  receive  the  certifi- 
cate privilege,  it  will  be  due  to  the  lack  of  adequate 
facilities  for  teaching  science. 

When  I  was  asked  to  become  principal  of  Sanford 
High  School  three  things  were  requested:  First, 
that  discipline  should  be  established  and  maintained; 
second,  that  the  standard  of  scholarship  should  be 
raised;  third,  that  the  school  should  be  reorganized 
and  such  course  introduced  as  were  necsssary  to  win* 
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for  the  school  recognition  as  a  college  preparatory 
school. 

These  requests  have  been  fulfilled.  The  school 
has  the  respect  of  the  community.  Its  discipline 
seeks  to  inculcate  the  necessary  lessons  of  obedience, 
responsibility  and  industry.  The  standard  has  been 
raised.  The  school  has  won  commendation  from 
those  institutions  that  have  received  its  graduates. 
At  the  same  time  the  college  preparatory  work  has 
not  been  established  at  the  sacrifice  of  the  other 
courses.  The  commercial  course  has  been  strength- 
ened by  the  addition  of  a  year's  work  while  the  gen- 
eral courses,  both  Scientific  and  English,  have  been 
proportionately  broadened  in  the  interests  of  the 
pupil  whose  high  school  education  constitutes  his 
highest  educational  opportunity.  The  result  is  an 
institution  with  well  rounded  courses,  a  splendid 
corps  of  teachers  and  an  ambitious  and  industrious 
body  of  students. 

Progress  should  not  be  allowed  to  stop.  Sanford 
is  still  a  town  but  it  is  larger  than  many  of  the  cities 
in  the  State.  It  glories  in  the  fact  that  it  is  the  larg- 
est town  in  Maine.  It  should  strive  to  increase  the 
efficiency  of  its  high  school  till  it  can  honestly  pro- 
claim that  it  has  the  best  high  school  in  the  State.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  HAMLIN  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Sanford: 

I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Hamlin  School 
for  the  period  beginning  September,  1914. 

The  enrollment  at  that  time  was  239  pupils  and 
the  attendance  has  been  good,  especially  in  the  upper 
grades,  in  spite  of  inclement  weather. 

The  teachers  were  all  moved  up  one  grade  to  fill 
the  vacancy  left  by  Miss  Paul's  resignation,  which  left 
the  third  grade  position  open,  and  Miss  Ruth  Webster 
was  elected  for  that  grade. 

A  little  more  time  has  been  devoted  to  music  this  • 
year  than  formerly.  Heretofore,  I  believe,  the  music 
instructor  has  given  all  the  lessons,  with  few  excep- 
tions, but  owing  to  the  large  number  of  rooms  to  be 
visited  this  seemed  to  be  impossible  and  this  year  the 
grade  teachers  have  taught  all  but  one  lesson  each 
week.  If  music  is  to  be  on  par  with  other  studies  it 
seems  only  fair  that  the  teachers  should  give  it  its 
proportionate  share  of  time  and  I  think  it  is  paying 
well — at  least,  visitors  have  spoken  to  me  about  the 
good  work  being  done  in  music  in  the  grades. 

Commercial  Geography  and  Algebra  have  been 
added  to  the  course  of  study  for  the  ninth  grade  for 
one  term  and  Civics  has  been  taught  two  days  each 
week  in  connection  with  the  United  States  History, 
both  of  which  have  been  enlivened  with  occasional 
debates. 

We  are  much  pleased  with  the  interest  parents 
have  taken  in  our  work  and  hope  it  will  continue. 
Their  co-operation  means  a  great  deal  to  the  teacher 
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and  we  wish  them  to  feel  that  they  are  welcome  in 
the  class-rooms  at  all  times.  I  think  there  are  still 
many  who  have  not  examined  our  new  building  of 
which  we  are  so  proud  and  I  hope  they  will  avail 
themselves  of  an  early  opportunity  of  doing  so. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Superin- 
tendent for  his  valuable  help  and  unlimited  patience; 
to  the  teachers  who,  by  their  hearty  co-operation  and 
good  will,  have  made  the  work  so  pleasant,  to  Mr. 
Clark  for  all  the  kindnesses  extended,  many  of  which 
are  not  included  in  his  regular  duties;  to  the  parents 
and  also  to  the  pupils,  who,  in  many  cases  by  their 
little  acts  of  courtesy,  have  rendered  valuable  aid  to 
the  teacher.

REPORT   OF  THE 
PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  ROOSEVELT  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Sanford: 

During  the  fall  term  the  attendance  was  very 
good.  So  far  this  term  there  have  been  many  bad 
days  and  more  than  the  usual  amount  of  sickness,  so 
that  the  attendance  has  been  poor. 

The  first  of  the  year  there  were  a  number  of  new 
pupils  who  could  not  speak  English.  After  a  few 
weeks  these  children  were  sent  to  the  new  school 
where  they  are  being  taught  English  before  coming 
back  to  the  regular  grades.  This  has  been  a  very 
helpful  arrangement,  as  often  our  Ratavia  periods 
were  spent  in  helping  those  pupils,  so  they  could  do 
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the  work  required.  Now  we  have  more  time  to  help 
those  who  speak  English,  hut  need  more  drill  in  some 
study. 

We  have  made  a  special  effort  to  promote  any 
child  who  could  do  more  advanced  Work.  Several 
have  been  promoted  and  are  doing  well. 

The  work  in  progressive  reading  is  proving  very 
satisfactory.  The  first  grade  have  finished  the  first 
hook  in  a  shorter  time  this  year  than  last, 

I  wish  to  thank  the  committee,  the  superintend- 
entent,  the  teachers  and  the  janitor  for.  their  kind- 
ness and  help.

REPORT   OF  THE 
PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  LONGFELLOW  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Sanford: 

I  hereby  submit  my  first  report  as  Principal  of 
the  Longfellow  School. 

The  enrollment  of  the  pupils  in  the  Longfellow 
building  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  was  the 
largest  ever  recorded,  there  being  four  hundred  and 
thirty-two  in  all.  This  was  due  partly  to  the  fact  that 
owning  to  the  crowded  conditions  at  the  Emerson 
building  we  were  obliged  to  take  one  of  the  seventh 
grades. 

Every  one  of  the  twelve  rooms  in  our  building  is 
now  occupied,  the  last  room  on  the  third  floor  having 
been  fitted  up  this  fall  for  the  mixed  school,  com- 
posed of  pupils  from  the  third  and  fourth  grades. 
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The  attendance  has  been  especially  good  since 
school  opened  in  the  fall,  until  within  a  few  weeks 
during  the  changeable  weather,  when  many  of  the 
younger  children  have  been  absent  with  severe  colds. 
We  have  had  very  few  instances  of  truancy,  and  in 
nearly  all  cases  it  has  been  due  to  lack  of  clothing. 
This  has  been  overcome  by  the  kindness  of  the  pupils 
in  bringing  outgrown  garments,  and  of  people  out- 
side of  the  schools  who  have  helped. 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  teaching 
force.  Miss  Mildred  Dyer,  Miss  Sybil  Barker,  Miss 
Maude  Ruth  Gale,  Miss  Louie  Tripp,  and  Miss  Flor- 
ence Weeks  having  been  elected  to  fill  vacancies 
caused  by  resignation  or  promotion. 

There  is  a  splendid  spirit  of  co-operation  be- 
tween the  teachers  and  pupils  which  accounts  for 
the  good  work  which  is  being  done. 

Many  of  the  parents  and  friends  have  shown 
their  interest  in  our  work.  We  hope  to  have  a 
"Parents  Day"  soon,  when  all  of  the  parents  will  be 
invited  to  visit  the  different  grades  and  see  the 
regular  work,  also  inspect  specimens  of  our  best 
work. 

Since  our  numbers  have  increased  our  yard 
space  has  seemed  to  decrease  and  we  are  very  much 
crowded  for  play  room.  The  older  pupils  are  very 
careful  and  thoughtful  of  the  younger  ones,  but  even 
then  we  find  it  hard  to  play  games  such  as  the  older 
ones  enjoy. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  inter- 
est and  help  of  the  superintendent,  committee,, 
teachers  and  janitor.

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REPORT   OF  THE 
PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  LINCOLN  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Sanford: 

The  Lincoln  School  is  strictly  primary  as  it  only 
comprises  grades  one,  two,  and  three. 

The  enrollment  of  those  who  entered  in  the  fall 
was  so  large  that  it  was  found  necessary  to  have  three 
first  grades,  instead  of  two  as  formerly.  Besides  the 
three  grades  already  mentioned  there  are  a  second 
grade  and  a  combined  second  and  third  grade  taught 
by  Miss  Frances  Porter,  a  new  member  of  the  faculty. 

The  Progressive  Course  in  reading,  now  in  vogue, 
is  wonderfully  interesting  and  enables  the  child  to 
grasp  fundamentals  in  reading  and  progress  rapidly. 

The  modern  methods  and  the  abundant  material 
supplied  us  in  the  form  of  attractive  supplementary 
readers  make  school  a  pleasure  for  the  child. 

Our  excellent  courses  in  music  and  drawing  are 
especially  helpful  in  sustaining  the  enthusiasm  of 
the  schools. 

The  good  spirit  existing  among  teachers  and 
pupils  and  the  success  of  the  school  is  due,  in  part,  to 
the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  parents.

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REPORT   OF  THE 
INSTRUCTOR  IN  DOMESTIC  ARTS 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Sanford: 

Since  my  last  report  the  kitchen  laboratory  in 
the  Hamlin  school  has  been  opened  for  the  use  of 
the  pupils  in  the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  grades. 
The  room  is,  however,  only  partially  equipped;  we 
are  very  much  in  need  of  a  stove,  dining  table 
and  dishes.  As  yet,  we  have  been  able  to  cook  only 
those  foods  which  do  not  require  the  heat  of  an 
oven.  We  have  also  had  to  omit  the  work  in  pre- 
paring and  serving  of  meals. 

The  work  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  in 
Sanford  has  been  carried  on  with  little  change.  In 
the  ninth  grade  in  addition  to  the  cooking  and  serv- 
ing, we  are  taking  up  in  detail,  the  study  of  food,  its 
composition  and  how  it  nourishes  us,  how  it  is  man- 
ufactured and  transported,  principles  of  preparation 
and  suitable  combinations  of  foods. 

In  the  High  school  the  text-book,  "Foods  and 
Household  Management,"  by  Kinne  and  Gooley,  has 
been  introduced.  Part  of  each  cooking  period  is  now 
reserved  for  recitation. 

Note  books  are  kept  in  all  the  classes  and  are 
frequently  collected  and  inspected. 

Examinations  and  written  lessons  arc  given 
throughout  the  course. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  make  the  course  prac- 
tical and  to  give  to  the  pupils  something  which  will 
be  of  actual  help  to  her  in  her  work  at  home.  Speed, 
neatness,  good  kitchen  habits  and  personal  cleanli- 
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ness  are  insisted  upon.  '^Spotless  cleanliness"  is  the 
standard  for  our  laboratory. 

I  am  pleased  with  the  sewing  in  the  sixth 
grades.  We  have  applied,  to  some  useful  article,  all 
the  stitches  used  in  plain  sewing.  Hemstitching  and 
feather  stitching  have  also  been  taught  and  used  on 
towels  and  aprons. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  school  com- 
mittee, the  superintendent,  the  teachers  and  the 
janitors  of  the  Emerson  and  Hamlin  buildings,  for 
their  unfailing  kindness  to  me,  and  help  given  in 
this  work.

REPORT   OF  THE 
SUPERVISOR  OF  ART  AND  MANUAL  TRAINING 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Sanford: 

I  hereby  submit  my  fourth  report  as  Supervisor 
of  Drawing  and  Manual  Training. 

In  all  the  grades  the  teachers  have  co-ordinated 
with  me  most  enthusiastically.  We  have  tried  to 
lead  the  child  through  drawing  to  a  greater  joy  of 
seeing  and  therefore  of  living. 

All  of  the  courses  aim  to  teach  the  child  to  dis- 
criminate between  the  ugly  and  the  beautiful,  and  to 
understand  where  the  difference  lies. 

The  design  work  in  the  upper  grades,  applied  to 
problems  of  usefulness,  have  shown  no  little  origin- 
ality and  careful  workmanship. 

The  work  in  drawing  has  been,  I  believe,  a  credit 
to  our  schools. 
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In  the  shop  work  I  feel  a  satisfaction  in  both 
attitude  and  result.  The  boys  are  passing  in  good 
work. 

The  seventh  grade  course  involves  the  prin- 
ciples of  sawing,  planing,  squaring,  and  the  uses  of 
other  tools  on  the  benches.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
simple  furniture  problems  are  completed. 

The  eighth  grade  boys  take  up  the  added  process- 
es of  sharpening  of  tools  and  working  problems,  con- 
structed with  simple  points. 

The  ninth  grade  boys  are  making  stools,  boxes, 
and  other  problems  of  personal  usefulness. 

The  Springvale  shop  which  was  opened  in  full 
last  September  is  a  source  of  great  joy.  It  is  roomy, 
well  lighted  and  well  equipped. 

Twenty-three  High  school  freshmen  are  taking 
the  course  in  Mechanical  Drawing,  which  is  proving 
its  worth  in  time  and  effort. 

The  classes  in  all  of  the  schools  are  orderly, 
earnest  and  enthusiastic,  and  we  invite  you  to  visit 
them  at  any  time. 

Our  needs  in  both  departments  are  well  supplied, 
while  the  co-operation  of  the  school  committee  and 
the  superintendent  is  of  much  inspiration  to  me  in 
my  work.

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REPORT   OF  THE 
SUPERVISOR    OF  MUSIC 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Sanford: 

In  presenting  this,  my  first  report  as  supervisor 
of  music  in  the  schools  of  Sanford,  I  take  pleasure  in 
recalling  the  co-operation  and  enthusiasm  already 
accorded  me. 

More  time  has  been  given  to  music  than  ever  be- 
fore; and  it  has  been  our  purpose  to  establish  it  as  a 
regular  branch  of  the  school  curriculum,  as  well  as 
to  effect  the  realization  of  the  mental  discipline  re- 
quired for  its  mastery.  It  has  long  been  considered 
chiefly  as  a  recreation.  But  we  are  slowly  learning 
that  if  we  are  to  be  a  music-loving,  we  must  be  a 
music-knowing  people.  The  place  to  gain  such 
knowledge  is  in  the  schoolroom;  the  way  to  instill  it 
is  to  base  its  teachings  on  the  same  logical  plane  as 
other  school  branches. 

The  work  is  divided  into  five  different  depart- 
ments, and  in  the  weekly  outlines  prepared  for  the 
teachers,  stress  is  placed  upon  (1)  vocal  drill;  (2) 
ear  training;  (3)  scale  drill;  (4)  lesson  from  book; 
and  (5)  songs. 

In  the  primary  grades,  the  routine  work  has  been 
enlivened  by  numerous  rote  songs  besides  occasional 
folk  songs  and  dances. 

In  all  the  grades  emphasis  has  been  put  upon 
sight  reading  and  we  are  endeavoring  to  arouse  the 
ambition  of  every  child  to  read  music  as  intelligently 
as  he  reads  his  English.  In  the  higher  grades  the  in- 
terest has  been  strengthened  by  the  use  of  the  octavo 
selections. 
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There  has  been  chorus  work  in  the  high  school 
once  each  week  and  the  existing  spirit  of  enthusiasm 
has  been  most  gratifying.  In  the  Fall,  eight  repre- 
sentatives from  the  school  were  sent  to  participate  in 
the  "Music  Festival"  held  in  connection  with  the 
State  Teachers'  Convention  at  Portland.  Weekly  . 
meetings  of  the  Glee  Club  and  Orchestra  still  con- 
tinue as  in  former  years,  and  we  hope,  later  in  the 
spring,  to  show  the  result  of  our  practice  by  some 
musical  production. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation 
to  the  superintendent,  to  the  principals  and  to  the 
teachers  of  the  various  schools  for  their  hearty  co- 
operation and  loyal  support.
